a sea of fire, which tossed its horrible billows 
of flame into the very clouds, which glowed 
back nanatre to the bileze. The light 
made all the city bright, like ip Each 
steple glistened white and shapes of cornices 
and domes came out with most unnatural 
sharpness and a glossy gleam, outlined against 
the angry sky. Fue moon looked dim, and no 
bright stars twinkled through the jarid light ; 
but to and fro in the unwonted glare above 
the fire, wheeling in circles in their wiid 
affright, now fleeing from its terrors and 
s00n turning in their confusion, plunging into 
it and miserably perishing mere fi of 
birds, Like the low roll of muttering thun- 
der smote upon the the roar of the flames, 
amid which almost each minute some single 
violent crash told that another tali building 
had gone down in ruins. Mingling with 
these awful sounds were the shouts of the 
exeited firemen, the desperate cries of fright 
ened men, and now and then cheers, full of 
clinging hope, with which were welcomed 
fire companies from otber cities as they ar- 
rived to aid in the herculean task. 

‘AFTER THE FIRE. 
Passing the Old South Church, which still 
sounded the hours as deliberately and calmly 
as it had when scourged with fire and flame 
on every side, I made - entree on Miik 
street, and was soon scorching my feet and 
singeing my hair and eyebrows in roaming 
like another Wandering Jew in the atiil fiery 
mass. The scene was certainly “grand, 
gioomy, and peculiar.” I can find no better 
comparison for it than the crater, not of an 
extinct but a very active volcano. It required 
no great effort of the imagination to trane- 
form into rocks the jagged bits of wail which 
everywhere reared their heads against the 
sky, whiie the piles of brick, of mixed yellow 
and biack in color, reminded one of all one 
has read of Iceland's Hecia. Scattered, too, 
in every direction among the ruins the iron 
frames of divers burglar-proof safes, even 
then hot, appeared as if vomited forth by the 
throes of the volcano; and the scene of 
desolation was much more complete when 
by one thus in the midst of than when seen 
from Kingston street. As far as the eye 
could reach in almost every mule ae 
dreary wasie ruin presen itgel?, 

Tow ctrevis are undistinguishabie, being so 
nacyow thet they had been completely 
viocked up by the rubbish of falling wells, 
and the of some of the noblest build. 
ings in Boston could only be inferred with 
the aid of a compass. Through this track 
of fire one found his way, not aloft in the 
air from one block of marble to another, 
which, although almost completely fused, 
yet preserved something of consistency; 
now almost knee-deep in the granite, which 
was pulverized to a fine powder. Through 
this I walked for at least a _ mile, 
my foot sinking into it at every step 
an inch or more; and yetin the midst of this 
element which had thus melted with fervent 
heat, hanging over the fused marble strips of 
morocco and leather could be found apparent- 
ly not even scorched! Another illustration 
of the extraordinary eccentricity of the 
flames is afforded in the preservation of the 
new Post-office. At one time nearly the en- 
tire three sides of the building were complete- 
ly developed by the fire, and the heat was so 
great that some of the granite pillars were 
shivered to fragments, yet it escaped, although 
the inside was a mass of dry earth and scaf- 
folding, which were as combustible as so 
much tinder. Indeed, the wonder is that 
the flames stopped where they did, not that 
they extended no further. As itis, preserved 
by almost a miracle, the Post-office stands 
the sole survivor of a wilde: ness of fine build- 
ing. 
Those rows of stately warehouses, grander 
than anything of the kind New York can 
boast, are now for the most part reduced to a 
fine dust,a handful of which I carry ia my 
pocket for the delectation of thecurious. The 
granite, too, that is not so absolutely disin- 
tegrated, 1s nevertheless in such a condition 
that with my finger I can almost pick to 
pieces the largest and seemingly impregnable 
poulders. Itis a notable fact that neither 
the granite nor marble, the production of 
nature, withsteod the attacks of the fire as 
well as brick, the handiwork of man. At 
this moment, when marble and granite almost 
without exception everywhere strew the 
ground in the condition I have described, 
whole rows of brick walls yet rear aloft their 
heads in scorn of the fire-king. With some- 
thing ke Chicagoish energy bits of board 
announcing the location of their business, 
already are perched upon the yet smoking 
ruins of the stores of a number, and as often 
as kindled and burned by the heat jof the 
bricks are set up again. The alternate ap- 
pearance and Gisappearance of these has far 
from a cheerful effect, and each, too, con- 
tributes iis quota to the black pall of smoke 
which overhangs , everything and increases 
the horror of the scene. And under it fig- 
ures, their eyes red with thirty-six hours’ 
wakefulness, flit past apparently in search of 
some turret or foundation stone by which 
their p!aces of business could be found.— New 
York World.

HOW TO REPRESS IT. 


—-_-s 


Our readers are perhaps prepared and 
anxious to step aside for a moment from the 
rugged paths of politics. If we take them 

for awhile to a field reeking with the worst 
— and the most depraved elements of 

- buman nature, it is doné rather from @ sense 
of journalistic duty thas from s desire to 
der to « vitinted taste. Bince the estab- 
fshment of social and civil government, the 
at the bead of this article has put the 
severest problem to human tience and 
power. The field is too exten ei to be ex- 
plored ¢ he newspaper article, and we pro- 
pose to limit our investigation to the great 


American cities. 

In 1857 and’5$ there # red from the 
pen of Dr. Sanger, noted New York hy- 
acian, a “History of Prostitution.” Its fear- 
fu) and sickening data and details awakened 
the keenest zeal and attention of all interest 
ed in the great work of human reform. 

Since then the subject has received great 
attention fromthe municipal and police or- 
ganizationsof other large cities, and various 
methods of repression and cure have been 
suggested, adopted, and thoroughly tested. 
The result in every case has brought only the 
sad confession that law, religion, and medical 
surveillance, singly and combined, have been 
ineffectual to produce any marked decline or 
amelioration of the evil. In 1871 at a con- 
vention of the policemen and detectives of 
the United Sta’es, the matter was brought 
forward and elicited a very long and highly 


interesting discussion. : 
The conclusion of these men, brought into 
daily contact with the evil, was that the 
power and vigilance of the police were inade- 
quate to handle a vice 80 bold in practice and 
so fertile in resources for ite own protection. 
Some time since the Bard of Health of 
betabt- Juxille, Kentug 
the Chief of Police o ity to favor them 
with his views upon the subject. His reply 
appears in the columns of the Louisville 
Gourier Journal, and we are inuebted to it 
for the extracts furnished below. 
Mr. Jenkins is the gentleman who opens 
this very able and interesting article with 


this statement : 

The question which presents itself most strongly 
to the Americas inind, +6 ofr cities approximate in 
population to thorne of continental Borupe, adopting 
their vices, and simost ignoring their virtars, is 
wheth:r the sociel ev.) eball be | agen ane by law, 
and contended again-t by the police, or be tolerated 
as unavoidable and placed under police and san'tary 
eurveilianre. The argum+nts acduced on both sid s 
ef th’s questions are pumerous, but are mostly 
theoretical. What we want are facts and figures ; a 
full onderstanding of the license rystem and ts 

ractica! ree. ite; whether it diminishes disease, and if 

t does bot increase rather than diminish prostita- 
tion ; an¢, fimally, what is our duty in respect to this 
social evil, 

He then addresses himself to the first sys- 
tem, that of repression. Upon this point we 
quote him as follows: 

History shows that ail efferts tht have been made 
for ceniusies to suppress prosti‘ution by the power 
of the law have unifurmily falled, and bave ended is 
either @ tacit or express Wieration. 

In support of this assertion he adduces the 
examples of Italy, France, Spain and other 
countries. Also the following resulis in this 
country : 

In the city of Philadelphia, the police at one time 
aseaiied the prosiiiutes with ench energy that at 
lemgth here was nota single Known brothel left in 
the city. But the result wae an evil greater, perhaps, 
than toleration, and which sppears to have al «ays 
cropped out when police efforts were more energetic 
than the morality of the community would sustain. 
In the tnetence referred to, the prostitutes, driven 
from their usua) haunte, boldly got recommendations 
of good character, and took pos tions as serva: ta and 
purres in reepectabie famili 6, and thus earried on 
their business under cover, often by the connivance 

the master of the house,

In Vhicago and Loulsville no systemfof any kind 
has been ularly pursued. The police bave never 
believed that they eoula eradicsie the houses, and 
have felt obliged to give them a kind of semi-official 
toleration. Uccasionally parvies have been arrested 
or, indicted, but the women paid their fines, or suc 
ceeded in having them eet aside, and at once freeumed 
their business iu the same places. This class of per- 
sons, asa role, are located in certain weil-known 
sections of our city, and as lougas they conduct 
themeeives in anorderly manner they are tacitiy

The general result of all experiments at repression 
fa, ‘hat io small towns of high moral tone the combt- 
mation of a virtoous and eaucated public sentiment, 
with jadicious police action, is able make a very 
encour.ging headway against this clase of offenders ; 
but where public sentiment docs not go hand in 
hand wiih aii their measures, the police are left with- 
out aliies, and can do aimortuothing. Itfuart er ap- 
that when police a.tion le at once severe and 
abead of the mura: scniiment of the popu ativa, 
the prostiiutes are driven into private faailies and
